TRAIN LOADS OF BERRIES
REACH NEW YORK
ROTTEN.

The Armours Blamed. Their
Cars Not Furnished Acco rd-
ing to Contract, Toss s
In the Belt Show That
They Have DBeen
Enormous.

New York, May 8.--i'he local
strawberry market is completely de-
'moralized through the failure of the
rrefrigerator car frust, which is con-
trolled by the Armours and has the
perishable fruit trade completely at
its mercy, to furnish a sufficient
nomber of ears to transport the crop
frum the South. A conservative esti-
mate places the loss already in ruin-
ed fruit at £3,000,000. The great
bulk of this falls upon the growers.

The Penasylvania Railroad Com-
pany, which brings fruit from the
South in conjunction with the At-
lantic Coast Line, condemned eleven
carloads of sirawberries te-day. 1he
berries reached Jersey City in such
coudition that they were taken to
Jersey meadows and dumped. Hun-
dreds of earloads have been treated
in the same way during the past
week. The loads eame in open cars
owing to the scarcity of refrigerator
cars.

Commission men are unanimous
in blaming the Armour trust for this
condition of things. It takes from
three to six days to bring the berries
